The New England Company's medals wero 
presented after service on Sunday last, that 
to Chief Annosothkah at Christ Church and 
the one to Mrs. Maggie Claus at All Saint’s. 

The system of electing Chiefs by the 
people has prevailed on the Reserve for 40 
years ; our people have no desire to be ruled 
by hereditary chiefs whose mistakes through 
lack of education, we are still suffering from.

PRESENTATION OF MEDALS, 


A very pleasing and interesting event oc~ 
curred at Christ Church, Tyendinaga Re- 
serve, after the close of the morning service 
on Lord’s Day, Ostober 27th, when Rey, G, 
A. Anderson, M. A., the incumbent, on 
behalf of the New England Company, of 
London, England, presented Chief Arno- 
sothkha of the Mohawk Band with a hand- 
some silyer medal, as a token of their 
appreciation of his conduct as an ex-pupil of 
their Institute at Brantford. The venerable 
Missionary before making the presentation 
gave a brief account of the work of the New 
England Company. This Society, he stated, 
was formed in 1661, For some time before 
that Rev, John Elliot, the “Apostle of the 
Tndians” had laboured with great zesl and 
success to adyance the spiritual welfare of 
the Indian tribes in America, and it was 
chiefly by his instrumentality that the New 
England Company was formed, ‘The object 
it had in view was the advancement of the 
‘educational and religious welfare of the 
Indians of this continent, Grants of land 
were made to the Company both in England 
and America and from. the proceeds of these 
lands and the subscriptions of benevolent 
people in England the Company continues to 
derive its means for carrying on its work. 
In the Dominion of Canada it had several 
important fields of operation including Grand 
River where it supports a fine school, ets.; 
Garden Riyer in Algoma; Chemong Lake 
Where it supports a mission among the 
Misgissaugas ; British Columbia where there 


‘are several schools and missionaries ; and 


finally Lyéndinaga Reserve, which comes 
under the head ‘of places’ supported by 
occasional grants. In 1821 as a result of 
representations made by Bishop Stuart a 
grees was made for the support of a school. 
n 1828 the sum of £45 was appropriated for 
the payment of a schoolmaster. 
this grant was’ withdrawn, but Chief 
Annosothkah in 1878 solicited funds 
sufficient to build a schoolhofse which was 
subsequently erected and as a result of this 
meritorious action the New England Compan; 
in 1879 renewed the grant and since tha’ 
time the sum of £50 has been anpuall 
received for the support of a school ; this is 
the only money given to this Reserve. Mr. 
“Anderson proceeded to state that this year 
the Company decided to give medals to 
pupils of their Brantford Institute who had 
distinguished themselves since leaving that 
establishment. Twelve of these medals were 
given to residents of the Grand River 
Reserve and two were sent this year to be 
resented to Chief Aunosothkah and Mrs, 
ow Claus of the Tyendinaga Reservation. 
Chief Annosothkah had been a diligent pupil 
of the Brantford Institute which he had 
attended from 1862 to 1864, The Chief has 
since done a great deal to benefit the Mohawk 
nation until now the Indians of the Tyendin- 
aga Reserve were the most advanced band in 
British North America, a fact asserted by the 
Secretary of the New England Company 
during his recent vislt of inspection, and 
indeed, as we may add, admitted by all who 
have had opportunities of comparing it with 
other reserves in Canada, Chief Anno- 
sothkab, the Reverend Incumbent proceeded 
to state, had proved himselfa sober, steady 
and capable man. He had gone to England 
and solicited funds eufficient to erect a school 
and renovate the church. He had also spent 
the past year in Great Britain and Ireland 
as the efficient agent of the Colonial and 
Continental Church Society. Lhe New 
England Company had, therefore, considered 
him deserving of the first medal on the 
Tyendinaga Reserve, The venerable 
Missionary then placed the medal in the 


In 1874 


‘was sécured on Tuesday, 


hands of the Chief at the same time express’ 
ing the wish that he might be long spared to 
wear and deserve it, Mrs. Dow Claus was 
unavoidably absent on the occasion but 
received her medal at the afternoon service 
in All Saints’ Church. Mrs, Claus was for 
four years a successful teacher on the 
Reserve and had also in other Ways deserved 
this mark of recognition.

dry on the line, When nearly dry, he 
takes/it in, rolls it up for an hour or two, 
and'then pressesiit. Anold cotton cloth 
is laid on the outside of the coat, and 
the iron passed over that until the 
wrinkes are out; but the iron is, removed 
before the steam ceases to rise from the 
goods, else they would be shiny. 

Wrinkles that are obstinate are re- 
moved by laying a wet cloth over them 
and passing the iron over that. If any 
shiny places are seen they are treated as 
the wrinkles are—the iron is lifted, 
whilo the full cloud of steam rises and 
brings the nap up with it. Cloth should 
always havea suds made specially for 
it, as if that which has been used for 
white cotton or, woolen clothes lint will 
be left in the water and cling to the 
cloth. In thismanner we haye known 
the same coat and pantaloons to be re- 
newed time and again, and have all the 
look and feel of new garments. Good 
broadeloth and its fellow cloths will bear 
maany washings, and look better/every 
time because of them. 


A Mirage on the Plains, 


We witnessed the most perfect mirage 
Wwe ever saw on the Laramie plains 
Tuesday evening. It was about an hour 
before sunset, and looking out of a car 
window we saw about a mile away a 
beautiful lake. It was in a slight de- 
pression among the hills, and seemed to 
be about two miles long by a mile wide. 
Never having noticed a lake at that 
place on the road, we were considerably 
astonished, and asked the conductor for 
anexplanation. He was equally aston- 
ished, as were passengers familiar with 
the road.

PROPOSED TEMPERANCE LEGISLA.

DESERONTO TO STOCO, 
| On Wednesday morning in response to a 
kind invitation from the General Manager 
of the Napanee, Tamworth and Quebeo 
Railway we set. out from Deseronto in 
company with that gentleman and Mr, BE, 
C, French for a trip over the line including 
the extension from Tamworth to Tweed, 
Seated behind a good team of horses the 
wretshed road between Deseronto and Nap- 
anee was covered in good time, As we 
passed through Napanee we had our 
fi st view of the new post-office the pride 
and glory of the citizens, and we also caught 
a glimpse of the rising walls of the new 
| high school Luilding. Reaching the station 
| conductor Reid wus ready for the start. 
Voking our seats on the rear platform so 
that we might have a good post tor observa- 
tion we were soon whisked out of thestation, 
We observe as we pass along that the zlass 
works property recently purchased by the 
N.T. & Q. Railway Company are being 
turned to account. ‘The cottages have been 
repaired and are now all rented; the 
main building, however, is not yet occupied 
but will, we presume, be used for terminal 
purposes when the whole line is completed, 
The railway track is in excellent condition 
and Napanee Mills is soon reached. As a 
considerable time has elapsed eince our 
former visit, we observe great changes. The 
Napanee Cement Company have erected 
large new works, the main building being of 
stone and the different annexes of brick, Lhe 
Company manufacture a splendid quality of 
cement which is in great demand, heavy 
shipments having been made during the 
Pee year to the new canal works on the St, 
awrence, They are now turning out large 
quantities of building lime, 250 bushels a 
day, to fill orders from Cornwall, Brockville, 
Kingston and elsewhere, The Company 
also ranufacture apple barrels in vast 
numbers, but owing to the partial failure of 
the ereks the demand this year in not so large 
as usual, Here also we observe a gang of 
men loading cars with clay for the Deseron- 
to Terra Cotta Works. The clay is of a 
superior quality and the bed is near the 
track and thus easily handled for shipment.

Yurker and heavy expenditures insurred, 
A fine iron bridge spans the river, the 
massive piers and other mason work being 
of the most substantial character. Work- 
men are busy protecting the embaukments 
with stone walls, &¢.. A ‘Y’ will be laid 
down and a large excavation is being made 
with that olject in view. The stone for the 
bridge was quarried about half a mile from 
the station. As passengers and lurge quon- 
tities of freight will be transferred here, the 
station yards will be large and every facility 
provided for expediting business. he rails 
are laid to Hurrowsmith and ballasting will 
be entered upon and completed in the course 
of a week or two, At Yarker, we met Mr, 
F. C. Whitton who is in charge of the men 
employed at the different operations, But 
the time is up and off once more. As we 
rush along we observe that the farmers are 
all pusy full ploughing. Moscow is pissed 
and we reach Enterprise, which has grown 
very much during the past two years. It is 
becoming a thriving village and all that it 
needs is a little more paint to make it more 
bright and atéractive ; in a few minutes after 
we arrive at Tamworth station, where Supt. 
Hampton greets us as we arrive. He besrs 
& Weather beaten appearance ufter his ex- 
periences of the past few weeks in super- 
vising the extension of the telegraph and 
telephone lines from Tamworth to Tweed, « 
work which he has successfully accomp- 
lished, 

As the principal object in view was the 
inspectior of the extension to Tweed, we did 
not visit Tamworth. A locomotive engine 
is placed at our disposal, and mounting on 
the tendce ao as to get as good a view as 
possible of thetrack aud country we get under 
‘way in a few minutes. Lunches are 
unpacked, shared all rourd and keenly dis: 
cussed. The Salmon river spanned by a fine 
bridge is crossed and we find ourselves on 
the new road. ‘The track is superb; it 
could not possibly be better ; the Company 
have Jeft nothing undone to make it first 
class and we quite understood why tl.e 
Government engineer reported in such terms 
of praise of the new road, At Erinaville 24 
miles from Iweed preparations are being 
made for the erection ot the station house 
which will be about half a mile from the 
village, The road passes along the shores 
of Beaver and White Lakes, two handsome 
sheets of water, the latter three miles in 
length. They abound in fish and are fre- 
quented by ducks and other wild fowl. The 
whole country from Tamworth to Tweed is 
4 sporteinan’s paradise, These two lakes as 
well as Stoco Lake farther on must become 
favourite points for excursion parties from 
Kingston, Napanee and other towns, About 
24 miles from Hrinsville we reach Murphy’s 
Camp, as it is styled, 1t is on the margin 
of the lake and here n fow yards from the 
track are two high hills de) of ballast 
of the very best quality, and in quantities 
suffivient to eupply the needs of the road for 
years to come.

Leaving Murphy's Camp we proceed along 
avother stretch of splendid track and fine road 
bed to Marlbank, Marlbank is a small village 
well situated for trade and with the advent of | 
the locomotive it must continue to grow and | 
increase in importance. A corps of workmen | 
were busy building the new railway station, 
which is a Jarge and commodious structure, 
The foundation is of stone and the Superstruct- 
ure will be terra cotta, the partitions and 
everything being built of the same fire proof 
material, It is surrounded with ample yards 
and faces the street of the village. At Marl- 
bank we meet Mr. Wm Mann, engincer of 
the line. After leaving Marlbank we pass by 
Dry Lake and through a rough country, One 
mile from Marlbank is Camp Alexander, the 
headquarters of the fencing gang which under 
Samuel Alexander, one of Butler’s men, erects 
from 180 to 200 rods of web wire fence each 
day, at about half the usual cost. On Fitz- 
gerald’s farm there is a heavy fill, and Flynn’s 
cut, 234 miles from Marlbank, gave some 
heavy work, and the same may be said of 
Cassidy’s, Taylor's and Finkle’s swamps. 
Larkins, fourand one half miles from Marlbank, 
is the next station. Here the main gravel 
road crosses the line. ‘The foundation of the 
station house is laid and in a week or 
two the structure will be finished. The coun- 
try here is better ina farming point of view. 
At O'Neil’s lot a spur has been laid down and 
the Rathbun Company will there take out 
vast quantities of wood during the coming 
winter. After leaving Larkins we come to 
Gartland’s grade, the heaviest on the line. 
At Fleming’s camp there are quarters for 
eighty men. From Larkins we pass through 
a good country and come in sight of Stoco, 
but our journey which from Murphy's had 
been made on a gravel train here came to an 
end as the bridge over the east Moira is 
not hs up; the bridge on the west branch is 
finished and the work on the line from 
Stoco to Tweed well forward. The other 
bridge will be up in a few days, and before 
the end of November trains will probably be 
running from Tweed to Napanee, Kingston 
and Deseronto, Returning we stop, at 
Larkin’s for a few minutes where ’Nezer 
Peters cheered us with hot tea and sweet 
rolls and where we meet Mr T. Butler, 
wearing an air of supreme satisfaction on 
account of the good record made by his 
woodsmen. On to Marlbank, where we meet 
Reeve Aylsworth, of Deseronto, Deseronto 
men may be met everywhere along the road, 
T. Caughlin, Wm. Wilson, and many others 
At Marlbank is waiting one of James 
Gault’s rigs and having taken Mr. Ayls- 
worth aboard we drive home, passing Roblin, 
Selby, and other places. The moon shines 
bright overhead, and the Reeve regaled the 
company with bear stories, the others in 
defence contribute their quota, and Joe at 
last lands us safely in Deseronto.

MAKING TURKISH RUGS, 


An exact reproduction of how Turkish 
rugs are made in the east is given in a show 
window on Broadway, near Twenty-ses0nd 
street. A genuine Turk attired in a purple 
tunic reaching to his feet, and tied about the 
Waist with a gaudy sash, with his head 
encased in a maroon fez, is giving the ex. 
hibition. The loom on which he works is 
composed of two uprights of undressed 
wood. Between these uprights at top and 
bottom ran two rohers at right angles. Over 
there rollers is stretchod a network of cord 
Two smaller sticks are introduced between 
the interstices of the network, one half wa 
down and the other a few inches above the 
lower roller, which serve to keep the net 
work taut and also act as a guide for the 
eye. The opecator sits, tailor fashion, on a 
Tarkish rug, and within his reach are ekeing 
of worsted of various colors. Three or four 
strands about three inches long are taken at 
atime. These are twisted about a single 
cord, tied and then cnt off to make the 
requisite length of the fur of the rug, The 
next cord is similarly treated and so on until 
the width of the rug is completed. The 
worker carries the design in bis head, and 
produces his patterns by the use of different 
colored worsteds. ‘The operation is a very 
slow one, and a skillful worker cannot 
accomplish more than two inches ona rug of 
ordinary width in a day.—New York Even- 
ing Sun.

The Deseronto Navigation Company have 
had a force of men constantly at work during 
the past week grappling for the bodies of | 
the victims of the accident, |

who yisit the wreck are impressed with the 
awfully swift and complete destruction 
which overtook the gallant vessel, There is 
practically nothing left of the woodwork of | 
the vessel, while the engine and boiler, &c., 
are worthless except as old iron. The in 
satiable flames did their work most effect. | 
| ually. 

There is now no doubt that George Ward, 
laborer of Picton, perished in the disaster. 
He was 15 yeurs of age and leaves a wife | 
and tl children in destitute cireumstan- 
ces. Ward was the man who first gave the 
alarm of fire. 

Mrs. Anderson, Miss Kellar and John 
Kemsley are all rapidly recoveriug from 
their injuries. 

One or two of the survivors have 
credit to themselves for d 
and self sacrifice, one claiming rhat he 
rescued three passengers. Their boustful 
utterances are not substantiated by the 
other survivors, 

On Tuesday the diver recovered the re- 
mains of Mrs. Christie. The greater por- 
tion of the body had been consumed. ‘The 
remains were conveyed to Picton for inter- 
ment, 

In a few days the operation of taking the 
remaing wreck ashore will be commenced, 
It is possible that the other three bodies may 
then be discovered, 

We omitted the name of J. Juby from the 
list of the crew given in last week's issue. 

The life preservers were easily accessible ; 
all that was necessary to obtain them was 
to epen a door and they would fall out on 
the deck.

Ts the rust on wheat and other grains from 
the atmosphere or from the plant? I think 
the rust is formed from the juice of the 
plant oozing out, and the watery part pass- 
ing off in vapor, leaving the solid part to 
dry on the straw which forms the rust. If 
the sap in plants neither leaks out and forms 
rust on the atraw, nor yet passes on up to 
form grain in the head, will some one ex. 
plain and tell where it does goto, I think 
rust is not formed from the atmosphere. 
When pure water evaporates it leaves no 
sediment. We often sce wheat and other 
grain slightly rusted, that is, part of the sap 
leaks out and forms rust, and the remainder 
of the sap passes on up to the head and 
forms grain, more or less good. Well 
drained land and early sowing is a great 
preventive against rust. Sometimes we 
cannot sow early, in that case put on more 
seed, It will ripen several days earlier than 
thin sowing,

Tho straw can 
le converted into wellrotted manure by using 
it liboraliy for bedding in the stablew and by 
turning the cattle to the atack ; and all things 
considered, this is the most profitable dix 
Position of the straw where that not eaten 
by the cattle in the stack yard is converted 
{nto manure, and well cared for, ‘The straw 
thrown under foot by the cattle will likely | 
be trampled down #0 solidly that if left to 
itself it will not be converted into manure in 
the desired time ; and part of the stack m ay | 
have to be cut down and strewn over the 
yard, making necessary some effort to basten 
the rotting of the straw, Aa there is no 
need of handling wet manure, itis advisable 
to have the mass stirred every duy for some 
days before it is taken to the fields, that it 
may dry out, ‘lo uccomplish thie it may be 
necessary to use ao manure hook like a two- 
Pronged hoe, It muy be made by any black: | 
smith, A better one, in fact the best for 
manure not wet, is to havea blacksmith bend 
tho shank of a four or five-tined manure fork, 
making a hook shaped like a potato-digger, 
Tt is sometimes difficult to muke the shank 
hold in place. ‘Tuke the leugth of the shank; 
measure back from the end of the handle this 
distance less one inch ; at this point puta 
screw through the handle, having it pass 
throngh the centre 6f the hole bored for the 
shank (the head and point of the screw may 
be filed off even with the surface of the 
handle);\‘then drive in the shank with its 
point heated to a red heat; as the point 
reaches the screw it will be deflected and en- 
farged and will'make a way for itself in the 
Wood, petting a bold that the strength of one 
man will not overcome, The handle of a 
manure hook should be quite heavy around, 
the shank, to give strength, and the weight 
in really needed there, | 

All the manure should be removed from 
the yard before the grain is threshed, that 
the new straw may not be stacked upon it ; 
and the usual method of putting’ it upon the 
winter wheat ground is a one, If 
strewh over the ground as it is plowed, the 
hurrowing necessary to put the seed bed in 

fuper vondition will thoroughly fine it hud 

acorporate it with the soil while it will not 

be below the roots of the wheat. It is best 
to strew it over the ground as it ia hanled 
out. This saves one handling. Hauling 
manure in it so fouls a wagon box that it is 
best to have another box for this and similar 
uses, This is best made of loose planks— 
p'ne, two inches thick and from nine to 
twelve inches wide. They are made much 
more convenient to handle by shaving down 
the ends to three inches wide. If end boards 
are desired, grooves can be cut in the side of 
the handles on the ends of the planks, and 
will be strong enough to hold the boards, 
If desired to muke the box higher than’ the 
standards, and the latter are not provided 
with rings to receive pieces, staple rings into 
the planks forming the sides of the box. 
Passing pieces of wood through these rings 
will hold the upper boards in place. The 
lowest side planks must lie on the bolster, 
the planks forming the bottom of the box 
fitting closely inside of them, f

THE VALUE OF FRUIT TREES, 


‘A good fruit tree is worth fitty dollars,” 
we heard an old farmer say recently. If 
this is true, an orchard of one acre contain- 
ing fifty trees should increase the value of 
the farm upon which it is situated by the 
pleasant sum of $2,500—less, of course, the 
original value of that individual acre, 
While it might be difficnlt to find a purchas- 
er who would accept this valuation, my own 
experience inclines me to the belief that the 
farmer’s assertion was not far from right. 
A money yield of three dollars per annum 
from each tree would give six per cent upon 
this capitalized value. It is a poor tree that 
will not average this, even allowing for off 
years, and off years axe not so frequent as to 
alternate regularly with the bearing ones. 
A healthy tree, properly cared for, will give 
& crop two years out of three that will pay 
for harvesting. Occasionally a tree wall give 
a crop that will pay the interest for™many 
years in one, 

An Early Richmond cherry tree paid me 
last year eight dollars. besides the fruit used 
at home, which was sufficient’ to pay entire 
cost of gathering. From a sweet cherry tree 
this yedr [ sold three-and-one-half bushels 
at two dollars per bushel, 

‘Two Chickasaw plum trees, growing so 
closely together that their branches inter- 
twine as if they were one tree, the two cover- 
ing a space of about five hnndred square feet, 
frequently pay ten dollars in a season, which 
would be at the rate of over $800 per acre, 
A pear tree neat by yields ten, bushels jin a 
good season, and one dollar per bushel is not 
an unusual price. Three early apple trees 
this season gave over fifty bushels, which 
sold at from eighty cents to $1.20 per bushel, 
The trees were so full that I had to commence 

icking while yet very green, to save the 
Timbs laa breaking. et the same trees 
last year gaye aorop that paid more than six 
per cent upon a value of fifty dollars each. 

These figures are not exaephio al nor 
peculiar to a specially favorable locality, but 
are such as may be attained almost anywhere 
in our broad land if discretion is use 
selection of varieties, and good care taken of 
the trees from:the ‘time they are planted, 

It id'true that the above’ figures are not 
obtained froma yerale orchard; but from a 
fow 'trees upon'a village lob. © Yet the’same 
average results may be had from small or- 
chards in which a variety of fruits are grown 
andiso arranged that the bearing period will 
extend over'a long season,—American Agri* 
culturist for November.

A MODEL FARM, 

On Wednesday, October 23rd, we had the 
Pleashre of a drive with John McCullongh, 
tsq.. ont to his farm in Lyendinaga. It in 
onlyubout three years since Mr, McCullough 
porobased this farm which is o mile and a 
half north of Maryaville on the road to 
Lonsdale, It contains one hundred acres of 
excellent land sloping gently #o as to cause 
& natural drainage into Mud Creek which 
flows through the south end, ‘This property 
Was pretty well run out when it came into 
Mr. McOullough’s possession, bat he has 
already succeeded in making a great change 
and ina few years he will have made it a 
model farm. Mr, Wim. Barnip was first 
Placed in charge and he in turn has beon 
Succeeded by John Ficlds, a good man who 
evidently takes a pride in his work. Mr. 
McCullough wisely decided not to follow in 
old ruts but to branch out on his own ac. 
count, make experiments and introduce new 
methods, The old fences have been in a 
large measure removed and replaced by 
others of a more substantial character, The 
weeds and young growth which too often | 
grow so luxuriantly along fences or in 
patches through the fields have been remov- 
ed, and the ditches along the roadsides 
cleaned out and deepened, changes which 
add very materially to the value and appear. 
ance of any farm. New barns haye been 
built and the old renovated and Mr. Me- 
Cullough is contemplating a» system of 
Sporougk drainage, which in these days is 
Prd bee y considered indispensable to success- | hs 
ul farming. On the day of our visit work 
men were busy constructing new drive sheds 
and aleo a shed for storing tools, etc, They 
were also commencing work on a new piggery 
capable of containing a*lurge number of 
swine. At one end they were building a 
large furnace with boiler, ete., for the pur- 
pose of corals the feed, We may here 
state that Mr. McCullough has been making 
& series of sapeumencs which have led him 
to conclude that hogs may be raised and fed 
in Canada with profit and advantage to the 
farmer. He has read and studied up the 
subject and arrived at this conclusion. He 
has thus anticipated Hon, Mr. Drary, Min- 
ister of Agricultura, who has lately.announ- 
iced his;conversion to this idea, and who ia 
now busy preparing a bulletin to be sent to 
the farmers of Canada, urging them to go 
into hog raising, Mr. McCullough is con: 
vinced that by putting hoga out on grass all 
summer and then judiciously feeding during 
the winter they can be rapidly converted 
into good pork at comparatively small 
expense!) This fact is of great importance to 
the farmers in Canada, as great: sums of 
money are annually’ sent out of the country 
for pork which. should, be raised at home, 
Duriny the first eight, months of this year, 
there were imported into this Dominion from 
the United States hogs uf the value of $260,- 
892 ; bacon, $1,113,686 ; and pork $934,017. 
Now that barley brings in little or no. money. 
it occvrs to Mr. McCullough and many other 
thinking men that more attention should be 
paid to other branches of agriculture and 
why not, therefore, try this new system of 
raising hogs for the’ domeatic market. Mr. 
McCullovgh has faith in his'system. He has 
twelvt breeding sows and next summer will 
see him well embarked in his new venture 
which we have every reason to believe will 
prove successful. He does not profess to be 
aipractical farmer, only an amateur, but 
there is: room for the exercise of common 
sense in farming as well as anything else, 
and as farmers are naturally prone to be 
conservative in their methods and ideas, it 
often remains for amateurs to lead the way 
into unknown fields. Mr. McCullough has 
also 21 head of cattle and 14 horses, so that 
it will be seen that already his little farm is 
well stocked. He takes great pride in his 
new property which will, no doubt, continue 
to become more and more a sonrce of pleas- 
ure and profit to its proprietor,

STRANGE CASES MET WITH BY PHY- 
SICIANS AND OTHERS, 


A Chioago Man Who Dreamed That He 
Dreamed of Committing Sulclde. 

“Bver have a dream within a dream 
and get the two all mixed up?” asked 
the man at the club whose specialty is 
dreams.

How Pooplo Folgh Injuries and Other Disa- 
Dilities—Several Mustrations Taken from 
Life—How “the Deceptions Aro Discoy- 


ered. 


Aman, apparently in great bodily pain, 
was found lying upon the sidewalk at 
Front and Chestnut streets, by a police- 
man. The man had fallen “‘allin a heap,” 
and his story was that he had been way- 
Jaid and beaten. A patrol wagon was 
summoned, but when an atten:pt was 
made to place him in the vehicle he com- 
plained of such exquisite pain it was 
found necessary to discard the patrol 
wagon and to carry the man ona stretch- 
er to a hospital, On arriving at the lat- 
ter institution he was carefully removed 
from the stretcher to a cot in the receiv- 
ing ward, and, although handled very 
tenderly, the change of position seemed 
to aggravate his suffering. Singularly 
enough, when the surgeons made an ex- 
amination, it was found that when a pin 
was stuck in any portion of the man’s 
body below theneck he apparently failed 
to feel it, and the natural conclusion un- 
der the circumstances was that he had 

suffered a spinal injury. It was then 
proposed to place the patient under an 
anwsthetic, with the view of performing 
an cneration, but when the man heard 
this he jumped off the cot and darted 
quickly out of the hospital gate and was 
soon lostto view. He had been “playing 
possum,” but for what reason will, per- 
haps, never be known. 

TO AVOID THE DRAFT, 

Such cases are not infrequently met 
with by physicians in their regular prac- 
tice and at hospitals and other charitable 
institutions. Hither to excite sympathy, 
or from other motives, people sometimes 
cultivate the power Of, nulatiog dis- 
eases, ‘These individual are known to 
the medical profession as ‘tmalingerers,” 
and they become particularly numerous 
on certain occasions. During the civil 
war, at the time conscriptions were made, 
if was surprising to see the number of 
able bodied men limping along with canes 
and apparently suffering with rheuma- 
tism or other crippling ailments. "While 
it is not always easy, even for'an expert 
doctor, to detect between real and sim- 
ulated disease, yet he can generally dis- 
tinguish between the genuineand feigned 
rheumatism by the manner in which a 
man plants his cane on the pavement. 
To understand the difference it is only 
necessary to watcha man who carries a 
cane to assist him in walking and one 
who flourishes a cané for pleasure. 

Among the disorders’ generally simu- 
lated are fainting and epilepsy. Both 
have been so well counterfeited as to haye 
been mistaken for genuine cases. It is 
only when heroic measures are proposed 
that the imposition is disclosed. Not long 
since an up town physician, while pass- 
ing an open air religious meeting on 
Broad street, had his attention attracted 
to a middle aged woman, apparently suf- 


men and women, and one of the latter 
had procured from a neighboring resi- 
dence a pinch of salt. The woman re- 
covered consciousness, however, without 
the use of the latter remedy.

A POISONOU FRACTICE, 

If housekeepers everywhere would start 
and maintain a crusade against the sale of 
undrawn poultry in the markets or by farm- 
ers it woul work’a most wholesome hygienic 
reform, Itiis vicious practice, sn abuse, in 
in fact, that people have endured as they 
have many other abuses, because there is no 
remedy oxcept in concerted action or legis- 
lation. It ls impossible to keep undrawn 
pouty even a few hours, without the 

eginning of putiefaction from the effects of 
the gases from the undigested food in the 
“‘croq” and intestines. The longer it is kept 
the more of the poison goes into tne flesh, 
and in the majority of cases the poultry 
ehat reaches the kitchen from the market is 
actually unfit for food. Housekeepers 
could well afford to pay a larger price to 
have the poultry dressed immediately upon 
being killed—they pay for mach weight that 
is thrown away, as it is, besides having left 
amass of poisoned flesh. It is urged that 
some people prefer the flavor of undressed 
poultry, but that fact only makes the 
matter the more alarming, since it indicates 
that we are cultivating a taste for pultrid 
meat, Can we not have a reform ?—Good

FACTS ABOUT METEORITES.

MULCHING, 


This is & November subject worth dis- 
oussion, in whutever section or climate, In 
the fur North repeated mulching by the 
tramping down of show about young trees | 
prevents the ravages ot mice and rabbits, 
and the use of snow in the same mauner 
around every growing thing will prove of | 
benefit. With the mercury at zero above 
the snow, it seldom falls much below freez 
ing under the white mantle, and where the 
mass 18 compacted about peach trees, the 
ground in which they stand is later in 
thawing in the spring, and rarely opens in 
winter. As a consequence, the fruit buds 
are seldom or never damaged. In many 
successful Vineyards, good crops are direct 
ly tracenble to the protecting influence of 
the snow. A mulch of stones about many 
fruit trees, vines and shrubs is of incaleuluble 
benefit during the heated term, and the 
mulch which many strawberry fields require 
is best put on a little later, after the ground 
hardens by frost. Where perpetial eun— 
shine wins blossoms from the earth all the 
year, the benefits of a mulch for protection 
against drought, jand for fertility whon de- 
cayed, are beyond computation. In severe 
climates, mulching the meadows with atrawy 
manure coaxes from them a fuller money 
Produce the following season. Indeed, the 
ate fall top dressing of mowings may be 
quite as valuable as a mulch as for its supply 
of plant food, ;

LIBERAL MANURING PAYS, 
A ia of years ago I undertook to make 
4 small field, which was in rather poor con: | a 
dition, sufficiently rich to pay for cultivat- 
ing. Consequently, I hauled upon it harn- | » 
yard manure, chip dirt from the wood yard, 
slaughter-houge offal and refuse, until the 
ground was covered s0 deeply that the stuff 
could hardly be plowed under, A neighbor 
came along and criticised my methods, 
That field would he rich—but the rest of 
the farm kept poor.” The yield of potatoes 
from thé manured ground was at the rate, 
this season, of two hundred and fifty bush- 
els per acre ; not an exceptional yield, but a 
good one for this locality. Sufficient to 
convince me, at least, that I received a 
better profit from the fertilizers than if they 
had been thinly spread over 1 larger area, 
A little ground’ made rich and well worked, 
will pay better every ‘time thun a large area 
of poor ground imperfectly worked. Which 
is only another way of saying that the last 
load of manure, and the last turn of the 
culjivator on an acre, pays better than the 
first one, And, until the capacity of the 
first acre is measured, it is folly to apply 
either to the gecond.—R. Franklin.

Although, ‘*R.. Murray,” ‘Eagle Mill,” 
and Rossmore” are household words here, 
and though: Rossmore, or Ferry Point, by 
which name it is also known, is by many | 
considered as a mere suburb of Deseronto, it 
W4S not until Saturday, 9th inet., that Tue 
PRIBUNE had the pleasure of making a visit 
to that locality. Taking the stmr. Ella 
Rosa, Capt, D. B. Christie, we were soon 
proceeding up the Bay of Quinte whose 
watora on that m ng wore un especially | 
placid aspect, alling at the various docks 
many farmers’ wives with baskets on arm 
came aboard for the Belleville market, 
Arrived at Belleville, while the steamer was 
unloading a large cargo of freight, we spent 
the time moralizing on the mutability of ull 
earthly things as we stood calmly surveying 
the island in the harbor with its pile of 
ruins, a picture of utter desolation, Mr. 
Chas, Hose, of Rossmore, who was our 
fellow passenger and whohad been connected 
with the Rathbun mil on the island years 
ago, narrated to us the circumstances which 
led to the abandonment of the island, We | 
could not but conclade that some one had 
seriously blundered, or this property so 
admirably situated for the purpose, would 
to day be the seat of some busy manufactur. 
ing establishments. 

Crossing the bay we land at the dock and, 
piloted by Mr. Hose, are soon introduced to 
Mr. R, Murray, who cordially welcomes 
us to his domain takes us to his cosy home 
and makes us acquainted with his wife who 
has for many years been an invalid.’ Mr, 
Murray is a genial Scotchman possessed of 
an inexhaustible fund of information. He 
has been in conrection with the mill at 
Rossmore for twenty years and has, since it 
came into their possession, been the general 
manager for the Rathbun Company by whom 
he is held in bigh respect as a man of strictest 
integrity and excellent business capacity. 

The village of Rossmore, covers an area of 
forty acres in the first concession of Amelias- 
burg and is 22 miles distant from Picton the 
county town, the nearest railway station on 
the Prince Edward side being Consocon on 
the Central Ontario railway. ‘The village, 
which cunnot be said to be strikingly 
beautiful, has a population of 350 souls,

The new building is one of the finest in the 
Province, and the grounds, three acres in 
extent, will be fitted for the pleasure and 
convenience of the students, 

In fact, the Board are resolyed to make 
this school one of the best, where students 
muy obtain both mental andyhysical training,

mercial Course ; the preparation of Teachers 
of the variovs grades; and matriculation in 
Arts, Medicine, Law, etc., etc,

own, The village is still extending its 
borders as we observe several new houses 
erected during the past summer, There are 
two general stores, two licensed hotels, 
bakery, und carriage, blacksmith, cooper, 
and shoemuker’s shops, &c., &c. There isa 
daily mail sorvice, W. W. Post, postmaster, 
but no telegraph or telephone office, a want 
which will be filled by the completion of the 
new bridge to Belleville, A handsome 
Methodist church, with a seating capacity 
of 300 has been recently erected, the 
congregation being connected with the 
Ameliasburg circuit, Rev, W. V. Sexsmith, 
pastor. Messrs, Haines and Lockett, 
evangelists, of Belleville, also conduct 
services on week day evenings in private 
houses, the school house being denied for 
the purpose, although when it was erected 
it was stipulated by the originol subscribers 
ata public meeting that it should if required 
be open for religions services, The first 
schoo: was started in February, 1871. The 
site for the school house was donated by A, 
S. Page & Co,, and at the first meeting 
called to consider the establishment ot a 
school the sum of $68 was subscribed on the 
spot. At that meeting Mr. George Ander 
son prophesied that Rossmore would at some 
future day be the Brooklyn of Belleville, a 
prediction soon to be completely fulfilled by 
the erection of the Bay of Quinte bridge 
which will unite it with the City of the Bay, 
In those days it was thought that thirty 
children would be the maximum number 
likely to attend for twenty years to come. 
There are now 120 names on the roll and an 
average attendance of 70 pupils. Mr. Croft 
is the teacher at present in charge of the 
school. Hast of the village isa large marsh, 
which at one time there was some intention 
of driining, but the expense and late 
depreciation in the value of farming land 
has caused this work to be held in abeyance, 
The country back of Rossmoreis a rich agri- 
cultural district settled chiefly by the Ross, 
Anderson and Wallbridge families, most of 
whom are of U,f.L, descent, a fact on which 
they very often found pretentious claims 
after the manner of many English families 
who trace their lincage to some ancestor who 
came over with the Norman Conqueror, 

The principal industry and support of 
Rossmore is the manufacture of lumber at 
the “Hagle” mill owned by the Rathbun 
Company, and managed as we haye said by 
Mr, Atutead who has for twenty years been 
at the head of the establishment. ‘his mill 
was first built by the firth of Macdonald & 
Bogart, who subsequently sold it to A. S. 
Page & Co., from whom it passed into the 
hands of Thompson Smith & Sons, of 
Michigan. ‘Lhe property came into the 
possession of the Rathbun Company in 1879 
and the mill has been operated by them ever 
since. Rossmore is peculiarly well situated 
for such an industry, the shore being bold 
and the deep water making probably the 
best loading grounds on the bay. The docks 
are extensive, extending 400 feet along the 
bay. here ave also good booming facilities 
and the surrounding country gives a large 
local trade, ‘Lhe mill itself is old and has 
received su many alterations that practically 
little, if any at all, of the old structure 
remains, ‘Cho mill however, doos good 
work; it has been known to cut 13,000,000 
feet of lumber in a season, and this year has 
turned out 8,000,000 feet, cutting duriog 
the daytime only. In addition to board 
lumber lurge quantities of panels, slats, 
headings; ete., are turned ont during the 
season, From cighty to one hundred men 
are constuntly employed. During the winter 
many of the men gain employment in the 
Compiny’s joperations sewhere, while 
many betake themselyes to fishing which is 
found a profitable source of employment by 
many residents of the village, Owing to a 
small breakdown of a portion of the machin- 
ery the mill has heen closed down for the 
season, but the mujority of the men have 
been taken to Deseronto Where they will 
find work for the balanve of the year, In 
addition to Mr. Murray, the manager, the 
following occupy responsible positions, vi% + 
John Stevenson, foreman, formerly on the 
Island mill; Chas, Hose, who has; been 
enginecr for 17 years; and J, H. ‘Taylor, 
filer, having served in that capacity from 
the time tne mill was operated by Page & 
Company. Mr. Murray informed us that 
Mrs, Stevenson's mother remembered the 
time when Belleville had only nine houses, 
From Rossmore a good view of Belleville can 
be obtainea.

Watered Milk. 

The milkman who waters his goods 
generally does so under the impression 
that the water poured in incorporates 
itself with the milk and cannot be de- 
tected except upon chemical analysis. 
This shows gross ignorance, The milk 
will hold only its own fluid; all foreign 
fluid will be precipitated if the mixtnre 
is allowed to stand for a couple of days. 
Any housewife may spot a dishonest 
milkman with very little trouble. Let 
her take a long slender bottle, clense it 
thoroughly and let it dry out. If, then, 
it is filled with milk and allowed to 
stand in a cool—not cold—place for 
forty-cight hours, all the foreign fluid 
will be precipitated—that is, it will set- 
tle to the bottom of the bottle. The 
soured mill will then fill the middle of 
the bottle and the fatty substance will 
be floating on top. Sometimes the top 
will be a layer of cream, then will come 
a layer of, albumen, another artificial 
device to male the mill look rich; then 
will come the soured milk and at the 
bottom will be the foreign water. The 
whole scheme of deception can be read 
by a glance at the bottle after one has 
had a single lesson in the rudiments of 
milk inspection, ‘This sort of work is 
not scientifically satisfactory, but it will 
always develop the fundamental fact— 
whether or not the mills is normal,—In-

WONDERFUL FACTS AND FIGURES 
ABOUT THE DIVINE BOOK. 


St. Jerome and His

Two thousand one hundrec 
ty-four yes o,in the year B. C., 
seventy of the wise men of Alexandria 
engaged themselves in compiling and 
collating the Hebrew Scriptures into 
their present united form and further 
simplifying the by translating 
them into Greek for the benefit of the 
Jews then in Egypt. The results of their 
labors have since been known collective- 
ly as the Septuagint, from the fact that 
it is the work of the seventy translators. 

About 400 years later, in the Second 
century, A. D., the books of the New 
Testament were added and the whole 
translated into Latin, 

The Itala, or Latin version, soon be- 
came the standard of the primitive 
Christians, and was used to the exclu- 
sion of both the Hebrew and Greek ver- 
sions for two centuries, until the St. 
Jerome revision of A. D, 405. After St. 
Jerome had finished his crowning work, 
a great deal of which he performed in 
the village of Bethlehem, almost in sight 
of the birthplace of Jesus, the Dalmatian 
and Pannonian monks hid away their 
old versions of the Bible and would use 
no other except the one which had been 
given them by their patron, Jerome, him- 
self. 

The Jerome revision was as superior to 
the work of the seventy as their work 
was to the old semi-barbaric work which 
existed prior to the translation of 285 
B,C.

ST, JEROME, 

The most carefully written copies of 
the Bible obtainable were consulted by 
the scholarly saint and compared with 
the Arabic, Hebrew and Syriac versions, 
in all of which he made emendations 
and corrections which have stood the 
test of all subsequent time. The hercu- 
lean task undertaken by Sb. Jerome will 
be better understood when the reader 
has been informed that over 200 versions 
of the Evangelists, each differing from 
the other in many of its essential de- 
tails, were presented for the considera- 
tion of the sages at the council of Nice, 
in 825 A, D, For hundreds of years 
copyists had added to and taken from 
the Scriptures, to such an extent as to 
make it extremely difficult for even the 
most learned to decide what should re- 
main for the edification of future gener- 
ations or what should be eliminated from 
the sacred pages as apocryphal. 

The word “bible,” meaning book, or 
as applied by the early writers, “the 
book,” was first used by Chrysostom as 
early as the fifth century, where he 
speaks of the sacred writings collective- 
ly as the Biblia, or “the Books.” The 


infinite variations which occurred in the 
manuscripts written by the early Cbris- 
tian fathers have caused a great deal of 
contention among churehmen, some ad- 
mitting certain books ascanonical which 
are rejected by others as apocryphal. 
This you can find illustrated by compar- 
ing a Douay and a King James Bible of 
today; the former admits several books 
which the King James translators would 
not, as they considered them uncanoni- 
cal. 

The several books as arranged and ac- 
cepted at present are the results of years 
of labor and of countless councils and 
revision assemblages. For 1,200 years 
after the Saviour of Men ended his brief 
career on the rugged heights of Calvary, 
the touching details of which are known 
to over 700,000,000 of people and in every 
land on the globe, each book of the Bible 
was one continued story, undivided into 
chapters, paragraphs or verses. 

DIVISIONS OF THE BIBLE. 

Prior to the time of the Spanish rabbi, 
the Jew had employed a system of divid- 
ing the chapters into verses in the Old 
Testament, a system which had never 
been adopted by the Christians, and 
which was discarded for that of the 
learned Spaniard by the Jews themselves. 
The New Testament was not divided 
into verses until after the invention of 
the art of printing, by the Robert Steph- 
ens Greek edition in 1551, 

Of the early translations of the Bible 
the most important, aside from the Sept- 
uagint and the St, Jerome versions, are 
the threefold Bgyptian translation of the 
fourth century. This remarkable work 
of the copyist was in three languages, 
and was intended for all parts of Egypt: 
the Versio Figurata, collated by Jacob, 
of Edessa, in the eighth century; that of 
Paul, bishop of Tela, in 617, and the 
eighth, ninth and tenth century transla- 
tions, made respectively by Bede, Alfred 
and A®lfric, 

During the dark ages, and on down to 
the time Luther gave his masterpiece to 
the world, several translations wero 
made, including that of Notker-Labeo, 
980 A. D.; that-prepared under the super- 
vision of Petrus Waldus, 1170; the im- 
portant work of Louis ‘the Pious, 1227; 
that of Charles the Wise, 1380; the 
Guyars version of 1286; the thirteenth 
century version in Spanish during the 
reign of Alphonso V, and the two excel- 
lent works of Wickliffe and Huss, the 
latter for the Bohemians and the former 
for the English speaking people. With

Bacilli on a Bald Head, 

Dr, Saymonne claims to have isolated 
a bacillus, called by him “bacillus crini- 
vorax,” which is the cause of alopecia. 
It is, he says, found only on the scalp of 
man, other hirsute parts of the body, 
and also the fur of animals, being free 
from it. The bacilli invade the hair 
follicles and make the hair very brittle, 
so that they break off to the skjn, Then 
the roofs themselves are attacked. If 
the microbes can be destroyed early in 
the disease the vitality of the hairs may 
be preserved, but after the follicles are 
invaded and all their structures injured 
the baldness is incurable, The follow- 
ing is Dr. Saymonne’s remedy to pre- 
vent baldness: Ten parts crude cod liver 
oil, ten parts of the expressed juice of 
onions and five parts of mucilage or the 
yolk of an egg are thoroughly shaken 
together and the mixture applied to the 
scalp and well rubbed in once a week. 
This, he asserts, will certainly bring 
back the hair if the roots are not already 
destroyed, but the application of the 
remedy must be very distressing to the 
patient’s friends and neighbors.—Medi- 
cal Record,

‘The inland peoples use 
amore singular process, They carry a 
short cylinder of lead, hollowed roughly 
to a cuplike form at one end, which fits 
a joint of bamboo. Placing this cylinder 
in the palm of the left hand, they fill the 
cup with tinder, adjust the bamboo over 
it, strike sharply, remove the covering as 
quickly, and the tinder is alight, Ob- 
servers who take a narrow view have de- 
clared that the earliest art practiced by 
human beings after they escape from 
mere barbarism is pottery, These races 
have long passed that stage, but’ we do 
nob recall any evidence that. they use the 
art. The fact is that, in countries which 
produce the bamboo, earthenware is | 
hardly needed except for luxury. They 
make charms and fetiches of dried clay. 
MEASURING VALUES, 

But in Bornco the Dyak peoples have 
a class of foreign earthenware singu- 
latly interesting, As Malays employ 
brass guns for their currency, so the 
Dyaks employ antique vases. In neither 
instance do the actual *‘coins” pass from 
hand to hand, since by brass gun a 
Malay signifies) a cannon, twenty feet 
long, perhaps, and a Dyak signifies a 
vessel eighteen inches high or more, 
These) things are measures of value, 
divided into imaginary fractions, There 
are three varietics of this earthenware— 
the gusi, which represents about £500 
sterling, the naga and rusa, much less 
valuable. ‘The first is certainly Chinese, 
and the last probably, but perhaps they 
never came from the continent, At some 
date unknown the north of Borneo was 
occupied by a Chinese colony which 
must have numbered millions, This 
great time, when a third part of the isl- 
and was cultivated and densely peopled, 
may have been 800 years ago. But the 
first paragraph in the ‘*Annals of Bruni” 
recognizes a powerful Chinese kingdom 
of Butangan in the Fifteenth century— 
we ara.not to digress into that fascinat- 
ing theme, however. The Celestials 
were exterminated about two genera- 
tions ago; an old friend of ours, the 
great Chief Gasing, still carried ten pig- 
tails attached to his sword of state— 
trophies of his father’s valor, probably. 
Chinese merchants haye tried again and 
again to counterfeit the old jars, as haye 
the Dutch, but they never succeeded in 
passing off their imitations. The Naga 
may be Hindoo or Japanese, of very re- 
mote antiquity; both peoples had great 
settlements in the island at some time 
beyond human memory, They have left 
Buddhist remains of importance here 
and there. 

We secured no samples. of these curi- 
ous things, for reasons that have been 
suggested, But the recollection calls to 
mind some extraordinary objects of the 
same class, ina sense, which are treas- 
ured on the other side of the world. 

WONDERFUL BEADS, 

The Aggry and the Popo beads, which 
serve for jewels in West Africa, are glass 
resembling earthenware of unknown 
manufacture, of immemorial antiquity, 
and beyond modern skill to counterfeit, 
Most European nations, probably, have 
tried their hand at imitating the Aggry 
bead. The shrewdest chemists and the 
cleyerest artificers of Venice and Bir- 
mingham have done their best; the pot- 
ters of England, France and Germany 
have exhausted their resources, but in 
vain. It does not seem such a diflicult 
enterprise, however. The beads are ir- 
regular, in shape and size; many have 
been sawn in two. They have an opaque 
ground—ochre yellow in the most valu- 
able species—but so various that this 
point gives no trouble. A rough orna- 
ment of circles in another hue runs 
through the material from side to side or 
end to end. Here, again, imitation seems 
easy, to the craftsmen of, Venice in par- 
ticular; but appearances are deceptive, 
evidently. The Popo bead, less valuable, 
but valuable enough, is blue glass, trans- 
parent, but so manufactured that it shows 
} adull yellow against the light. These 
things are all found in the earth; but, so 
far as can be ascertained, they never 
turn up in company with bones or other 
signs of burial, which, to our mind, is the 
most curious fact of all. That they are

It shows the great necessity of being 
very careful in auch mattera, The practice 
of keeping cider and other fermented liquors 
in tins is dangerous, The ice-cream can has 
of late figured as a dangerous article, a great 
many cases of poisoning having occurred 
during the past summer,

our time expires and better prospects for 
bass, As soon as we had lunch we put the 
rods together and on nearly the first cast I 
hooked & pike weighing six pounds, , The 
cast Was mude withiu thirty yards of the 
doo? and I felt that on such » beginning we 
could expect sport withoutend, After tea 
a troll was got ready on which we canght 
five good sized pike which were nicely served 
for breakfast next morning 

Aug, 30th—Up at 5.30%. m, greatly re 
freshed, but the heat oppressive for this 
senson of the year and in these latitudes, 
We decided ou taking a trip to South River 
rapids some four miles south where we had 
some sport catching several pike and one 
pickerel and on our return trip Ernest stot 
amuskrat, After dioner we visited Perch 
Lake which we reached by a walk ot two 
miles and during our stay of two hours we 
caught thirty three black bass of the large 
mouth variety, some of which were of a 
peculiar shage, having dark backs and heads 
with « row of dark irregular shaped spots on 
green ground along the sides. They were 
strong determined fighters scarcely two 
pounds weight on anagerage, ‘Lhe majority

Aug. 3lat—Up at 430 a, m., start for 
Wolf Luke which is 44 miles distant to the 
west through the forest and over a trail 
which is scarcely discernible having been 
travelled over but a few times by our guide 
although three miles of it nas this season 
been made passable for teams in haulin 
suppiies toa proposed camp which will be 
occupied by lumbermen this coming winter. 
On reaching the lake at 8 30a, m., having 
been 2 hours in making the portage, the 
first salute we received was a long drawn 
dismal how] from a wolf which was repeated 
three times and in about thirty minutes after 
we could plainiy hear it trailing a deer on 
the south shore, The sharp ringing notes of 
about three seconds duration repeated at 
intervals of from five to seven minutes plain- 
ly told the direction in which the chase led 
and every moment we expected to see the 
deer take to the water which Bhve no doubt 
it did at the west end of the lake. Game 
signs were very plentiful about this lake as 
we saw the tracks ofedeer and moose and 
fresh signs of bear and was informed ‘y our 
guide that during last March the Indians 
raided a moose yard which js situated within 
half a mile of the lake and killed two out of 
a drove of seventeen nfoose which had win- 
tered there ‘he fishing in Wolf Lake never 
having beén tested we were anxious to try 
our skill in these virgin waters and after 
coupling up our rods and attaching a No. 5 
double star spoon to cach line we climbed 
into a small boat which our guide had dragg- 
ed to the take last winter and which gave us 
a privilege we had not dreamed of, and he 
had scarcely dared te expect to find on ac~ 
count of not having visited the lake since last 
April, and feared some roving Indian had 
appropriated it for his own accommodation 
and use as they generally do, \Ve remained 
about 3 hours on this lake aud explored it 
for about four miles and within a mile of the 
western end and in going up and back caught 
fifty-three black bass which appeared to be 
the only kind of fish in these waters. The 
first and largest one of 44 lbs was caught by 
your covrespondent, One of several incideats 
In connection with this trip to day was that 
in leaving our boat in the early morning on 
passing a lumber camp at the landing we 
were followed by a nice pet cat which tramp- 
ed the whole distance through the long wet 
grass which we were obliged to wade through 
4s our trail led for a couple of miles over the 
old survey of the C, P,.R. R. which was 
made under the old Mackenzie government 
ele\ en yearsago and abandoned by the Mac- 
Donald government on assyming power on 
account of the long water stretches between 
the French River and Port Arthur, and 
which would necessitate the closing of the 
road for through traffic during the winter 
season, At present the road rips north of 
the lake and has an unbroken line of steel 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Ou our 
way home we enjoyed a good laugh on two 
French Canadians who had been left to repair 
the road to thelumbercamp. After placing 
a few shovelsful of loam on a corduroy they 
laid down in idleness. They appeared 
terribly frightened and I could not but tell 
them that had they been attending properly 
to their work they would not have been a 
laughing stock for us, 

Sept, Ist—It being Sunday we arose at 
7,30 and lounged around in the shade until 
after dinner when Morrison and I took the 
boat and rowed out to some Islands about 
two miles distant on which we saw a number 
of large white gulls which flew screaming 
toward us on our peprason apparently dis- 

nting our right to land on their desolate 
homes, On one of these we found a skele- 
ton of a poor unfortunate wolf which prob- 
ably had fallen a victim to the extremes of 
hunger and cold after having been left a 
prisoner by the breaking up of the ice. It 
was near evening when we returned ond the 
Jast Jow rays of the setting sun were break— 
ing in sparkles on the placid bosom of 
Lake Nipissing. On our arrival at the 
house we brought our chairs down tothe 
water’a edge which is but two yards away 
from the door and with the children enjoy- 
ing their noisy romp we passed a two or 
three hours clint iu the cool, calm guiet of 
the evening and until we are warned by our 
hostess that we had agreed to be up and 
away at 4.30 on the morrow,

To-day I spent five hours among the crags 
and hills under a sweltering sun and found 
deer moose and hear signs, especially the 
lattersin profusion but ou return to the canoe 
was forced to remark that nothing bat a man 
was foolish enough to stir about on sucha 
hot day as no living creature was visible 
except u few squirrels and ravens, 
Sept.4th—To day we row over to the 
dock at 7 a. m. and alter a wait of about 
forty minutes get on board the steamer John 
Fraser which runs daily between North May 
and Nipissing village, and which is under 
the command of the gallant captain Baird. 
On our way ucross the lake we pass through 
the Manitous on the largest ak which Mr, 
Newman of Tcronto is building a large hotel 
and as he intends making a drive completely 
round the island it must offer inducements 
to tourists on these waters, and in time will 
become the most fashionable in Northern 
Outario, At 8.30 a, m we landed at North 
Bay, an enterprising town of ubout 2000 
inhabitants at which is a terminal point of 
the O, P. R. R. where seven years ago the 
first sign of building was commenced, We 
are again back into civilization and our

holidays nearly ended. It isiwith regret we 
leave behind those dear old islands which for 
hundreds of years have braved the storms 
and waves of this Northern Sea. The 
mountains and valleys of this wild district 
will for years be the tourists’ delight and the 
sportsman’s paradise, Although a longing 
for home may steal over us at times while on 
a trip like what I have described in this 
article, our gennine love for cauip life, for 
its simplicity and freedom and rude happi- 
ness, for mother earth as our couch and the 
sky as a canopy, we feel that in after life 
memory will return to dwell fondly over the 
scenes of many an old camping ground by 
lake or riverside, in the woods and among 
the hills of the Muskoka und Nipissing

PRETTY GIRLS AT WORK. 


Someth About the Fair Clerks In the | 
| Trensary Department. | 

Somo of the prettiest women in the | 
country are right here in the treasury 
department, A great many of them are 
Washingtonians, but, a8 a class, they 
| represent the beauty of about the whole 
country. They are blondes and brunettes, | 
short, und medium; some plump, 
nly, some of lithe and willowy 
form—they are fairly the types of the 
il great cities and about all the 

states of the union. In that one building, | 
covering four blocks, isto be found more 
beauty than a hunt through many large 
cities might discover. \ large propor- 
tion of the female clerks are young, oF 
at least on the minus side of the line be- 
yond which lies old maidhood, Office 
life is not promotive of longevity, and 
many of the elderly women have died 

off or reached an age beyond usefulness 
Those who have come into the dep: 
ment within the last four or five years 
are mostly young women, who have just 
passed through the normal schools and 
have entered the government service 
through the civil service examination 
They are a bright lot of young women 
In many cases it is, perhaps, that they 
are the prettiest girls of the family, 
which inspires them with an ambition 
beyond the drudgery of housework or 
the trials of a schoolmarm and induces 
them to strive for the more agreeable 
work and better pay under the civil 
service, And this may account for 
there being such a preponderance of 
good looks. 

They are not, as a rule, gaudy beauties 
fresgoed and decorated by art, though of 
course there are some of that type. 
They are usually of a refined type of 
good, sensible, pretty girls—a little be- 
yond girlhood. They always dress in 
good taste, though not generally in an 
expensive style, A designer of fashions 
might get many valuable points from the 
female treasury clerk. 

During the ordinary working hours 
the visitor to the treasury will not see 
many of these young women. They are 
apt to be hard at work behind closed 
doors or just shut from view by green 
baize screens over which one cannot see 
without the aid of a chair or step ladder, 
The desks are usually provided with these 
screens, otherwise they would be an- 
noyed by the gaze of the visitors passing 
through the corridors, who would prob- 
ably be numerousif the screens were not 
there, \ 

But during the half hour allowed for 
lunch a swarm of pretty female clerks 
rush about the corridors to exchange 
bits of gossips or to get their tea, Wash- 
ington may get her reputation for her 
beautiful women from the throng that 
appear on the avenue on the way home 
from the departinents after 4 o'clock. 

Whenever there are any number of 
people on a visit to Washington the treas- 
ury is generally the center of curiosity, 
on account of the popular interest in 
money. Visitors are always interested 
in the places where the money is handled, 
and some one ruust be delegated to take 
charge of them. In view of the great num- 
ber of these visitors some young women 
of the department have been designated 
regularly to act as guides through the 
redemption agency, where the old notes

for the study of the Bible. Mr. Johnston’s 
address produced un excellent impression, 
Rev. Dr, George followed in a very pleas- 
ing address.

Béfore commencing the evening’s pro- 
ceedings, teachers and others present had 
been furnished with slips of paper upon 
which they were asked to write any ques- 
tions on Sakbath school work which might 
occur to them. A large number availed 
themselves of this privilege, and the questions 
propounded evidenced thought and deep 
interest in the work of our sunday schools, 
Mr. Johnston answered the different 
questions with a readivess and appositeness 
which gave the greatest sutisfaction. Among 
other hints he referred to the necessity of a 
careful selection of teashers; the more 
geneval use of the blackboard ; adult classes 
to be kept separate; the abandonment. of 
lesson helpsand papers in schools instruction 
by the use of which he considered ‘‘parrot’’ 
work ; the prevention of all interruptions by 
secretaries, librarians, etc., etc, 

Before closing a hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded to the two gentlemen for their 
kind presence and iustructive addresses. 
During the evening ‘the choir under the 
direction of Principal Cole led in the singing 
of several well kuown bymns.

FALL PLOWING. 


When This Practice Isa Benefit and When 
a Detriment. 


Opinions and practices differ so much | 


among farmers as to the benefits of fall 
plowing, that no one can lay down any 


rule un the subject that will meet all the | 


cases. Each piece of land must be con 


sidered by itself and broken up at a sea-

An accurately measured half acre was 
fed off closely during the fall months, 
This half acre was pastured by a consid- 
erable herd at different times, the total 
grazing amounting to 161 hours b
